all his personality." Ac- 
cording to The Pirates, 
the mouse has a certain 
line which is hard to mas- 
ter. Artists who cannot 
draw it are flunked out 
of the Disney Studfo Art 
School. The underground 
cartoonists could have 
avoided a suit by simply

their defense, the Air

Women have come to a point of crisis in their 
roles. Modernization has undermined their 
previous function as mother. The economy can no 
longer support massive population increase 
Technology has given women the ability to control 
their reproductive function. Women are now as‘ 
free of nature. or can be, as men. Technology has 
undermined the home as a productive unit 
Yearly we see more functions. and consequently 
more women. removed from the home. What little 
is left to do in the home has been considerably 
diminished by labor-saving devices 

Reality for a woman today is that she will work 
a considerable part of her life outside the home 
that she cannot totallydefine herself as a wife and 
mother. since being a wife and mother has been 
drastically reduced. Yet the cultural ideology of 
this society continues to uphold the definition of 
woman as a wife and mother. tied to her anatomy 
even ‘hough it no longer corresponds to economic 
reality. This disparity between the reality of being 
a woman in this society and the ideal is 
necessitated by the needs of certain members of 
this society, commonly known as the ruling class 

Capitalism necessitates economic fluctuation 
Economic fluctuation necessitates a reserve 
labor force. Women are anexcellent reserve labor 
force as long as they continue to identify us wives 
and mothers rather than as workers. In times of 
expansion they can be manipulated into the work 
force and in times of recession they can be pushed 
out. Capitalism also runs on excess profit of the 
working class. which goes into the pockets of the 
ruling class. Women who do not identify as 
workers are more willing to work for low wages 
that do not correspond with the real value of their 
work 

The system is obviously inhuman in demand 
ing that whole groups of people. such as women 
should not have a self image: that they should be 
manipulated to the needs of a small group of 
people: that the reality of their lives should be 
divorced from the ideal that is expected of them 
Women. however. have obviously found this 
situation to be intolerable. In 1963. two women 
presented two entirely different solutions to the 
contradictions inherent in women’s roles. One of 
these was Betty Friedam in her book. The 
Feminine Mystique. In this book she delineates 
the functionlessness and boredom of the house- 
wife. Her solution is for women to begin to take 
equal control of the means of production. to get 
into the work force. identify as workers. rather 
than as extensions and dependents of their 
husbands. If carried out. I see that this alternative 
would necessitate a different economic system. 
some form of socialism. The other alternative 
that was presented to women. also in 1963. was 
contained in the book. Fascinating Womanhood, 
by Helen Andelin. Her book is a conservative 
attempt to restructure rigid sex role typing: to 
return to an earlier period when there was no in- 
security in women's roles: to return to a period 
when women were tied to the home and their 
reproductive function and totally dependent upon 
their husbands for support. 

If Betty Friedan's book. and the Feminist Move- 
ment generaliy. is striving for self expression and 
identification among women. Fascinating Woman 
heed is the other side of the coin. It is an 
escape from freedom. from the struggle involved 
in changing society to meet the needs of the 
people. in this case women. rather than the elite. 
Obviously the Feminist Movement has a much 
larger following than Fascinating Womanhood 
but its impact should not be underestimated. 


Since 1963, Betty Friedan's book has sold over a*° 


million copies. but Fascinating Womanhood his 
sold over 400.000. As of 1969. over 75.000 women 
had paid to attend Fascinating Womanhood class- 
es. 
So what is the appeal of Fascinating Woman- 
hood? Well, imagine yourself a middle-aged 
housewife. stuck in the suburbs with two child- 
ren. a dirty house. and a husband that obviously 
cares more about his job and maybe his secretary

before marriage have [allen apart. What should 
you do? Well you might go out and get a job. but 
what kind of job could you get as a middle-aged 
housewife? And what would your husband ‘say? 
Faced with struggle to fight against descrimina- 
tion and alienation of the workforce. you might 
easily decide to stay home. You might begin to 
take your frustrations out on your husband and 
children. The situation would deteriorate even 
further. In desperation you might turn to 
Fascinating Womanhood. to learn to be a “real 
woman.” not realizing that vour oppression was 
created by the economic system, rather han your 
personal failings 


The first thing you would learn in FW is that 
your primary need is for ‘celestial love \s 
Helen Andelin comments There's ‘one need 
which is fundamental. and it is to be loved and 
cherished by her man. Without this one ingredient 
she is unfulfilled. She may be a successful person 
in many ways. and happy to a degree. but inside 
there is something missing.’ FW promises to 
teach you how to acquire this ‘‘Celestial Love.”’ 
The first thing you have to realize is that those 
traits you find attractive in other women or in 
ydurself are not important. They are rarely those 
that men find attractive. Instead you must under- 
stand what men like in women and strive to 
become it. 

The major characteristic that a man wants ina 
woman is compleie acceptance ind support for 
himself. He needs this to reiniorce his masculinity 
and dominance. Women must immediately give 
up all desires or attempts to change their 
husbands. You must accept him for what he is. 
Women who try to change men have a seif 
righteous attitude. Women must keep in mind 
that. ‘the very heart of Christian doctrine is: It is 
ourselves we much change.’ In other words 
women must completely reje¢t any attempts to 
self determination and define themselves totally 
in their subjection to their husbands. 

Men need this unconditional approval from 
their women in order to achieve in the larger male 
world. It is a man’s natural role to be the guide. 
protector and provider of the family. Women 
should appreciate men in their function as 
provider and realize that it may appear that their 
husband is ignoring them. but he is neglecting 
them to support them. The husband should be #1 in 
Importance te the woman. but the woman cannot 
expect her husband to feel the same about her 

Women should not work because it makes men 
feel that they are insufficient: providers and 


undermines their masculinity. Women who try to 
escape their boredom through work will find that 
it is only a temporary escape because they will not 
know ultimate love from their husbands. Instead 
a woman should aspire to being a Domestic 
Goddess. She should be the warm center of the 
family. She should always radiate happiness and 
in particular. childlike simplicity. To emphasize 
her weakness in contrast to the male's strength, 
she should appear helpless before any mechanical 
task. She should wear frilly dresses. patterned 
after her children’s. If she becomes angry she 
should emulate her daughter: pout and stamp her 
foot. This is the only form of acceptable anger be- 
cause it appears ‘wute”’ to the man and amuses 
him 

All this self negation may seem rather 
ludicrous. but as Helen Andelin points out, ‘‘by 
such giving. honor. and reverence to man. woman 
gains a strange power over men. It is the power of 
Fascinating Womanhood. It is when you give up 
freedom that vou gain it. It is by relinquishing 





what appears to be rights that vou obtain them 
py relinquishing all power in the relationship. by 
submerging herself totally inthe man. the woman 
gains power over him because he cannot reject 
that which is simply anextension of hisownego. A 
woman looses her freedom to be an individual in 
her own right, but she gains security in her 
bondage. Her husband, her means of support, will 
not leave her alone to support herself in a system 
that dictates that any work she does outside the 
home is the lowest paid and the lowest status 
work. 

At this point Feminism only offers an 
alternative for a select group of women who are in 
a position to aspire to professional jobs. FW is a 
much more realistic alternative for most women. 
This situation is basically similar to that of 
Germany in the ‘thirties. The German Feminists 
acquired piecemeal reform legislation that was 


basically class based, i.e. admittance into the uni- 
versities. professional jobs. seats in the 
Reichstag. Most women. however. remained in 
low paying. low status jobs. There was no way to 
reform the system to allow for the liberation of all 
women, and the feminists made no attempt todeal 
with that contraditiction. They sold out to their 
class privilege. 

Then Hitler came along and made most women 
feel important. He supported them in their 
function as mothers and wives. He set up goals for 
women to aspire to that were possible within the 
context of the existing system. He encouraged 
them to leave the workforce and return to the 
home. The German women as a whole were more 
than happy to give up their rights in the 
professions. in the universities. and in the 
Reichstag. since they never benefited them 
anyway. In fact. several wealthy women were 
among the first to support Hitler. The German 


feminists lost all their hard-won advances 
because they did not see that their lot was tied to 
the lot of all women. 

The Women's Movement today seems to be 
taking a similar ostrich approach to the root of 
women's oppression. Instead of seeing that our 
primary goal should be to destroy the capitalistic 
system we are being bought off with a few 
professional jobs and women’s studies classes. 
This approach on our part leaves most women 
without any options besides a fascistic doctrine 
like Fascinating Womanhood. We are at a point in 
time in which the contradiction for women under 
capitalism is becoming apparent. We. for the 
first time in history. have a chance to determine 
our own lives. to escape from our anatomy as 
destiny. But inorder todo this we must see bevond 
the liberal demands of the Feminist Movement 
We must struggle for all women. The alternative 
is self negation

The PRG is not a classic- 
al “government in exile," 
representing a handful 

of individuals. Rather, 
it is a real, function- 
ing government, the cul- 
mination of years of 
work by the NLF. It 
administers large areas 
of South Vietnam, pro- 
viding such services 

as free education and 
health care, cultural 
activities, popular de- 
fense units, and a tax 
collection system. 


Under the PRG, social 
relations among the 
people are changing a 
the Vietnamese combat 

the feudal traditions 

and neocolonial influ- 
ences of their past and 
present. An NLF woman 

who had come to Hanoi for 
medical treatment told 

an American journalist 
about her life in Dec- 
ember, 1971: "When the 
area had not yet. been 
liberated the life of wo- 
men was, of course, very 
miserable. They were 
considered inferior, and 
it was said that women 
knew nothing and that 

all they could do was 

the cooking. “ae were 
oppressed and held in 
contempt. When the vil- 
lage came to be liberated 
[in 1963], women were 
given a new role. Tegeth- 
er with their compatri- 
ots in the village they 
shared the common re- 
sponsibilities...I was 
almost illiterate when 
the village was not yet 


liberated, and my think- 
ing toward myself was 
that because I was a wo- 
man, a girl, I would just 
play the role of a girl 
and that I could not do 
anything else and that 

I was inferior. But 

when the village was 
liberated I was given 


the opportunity to stud- 
y and reach the fourth 
grade. I came to real- 
ize that I must have 
responsibilities in 

the common work." 


The roots of the PRG 

go back to the struggle 
against French neocolo- 
nialism in Vietnam, 
which ended with the 
Geneva Accords of 1954, 
After 1954, those who 
had fought against the 
French organized a 

mass political movement 
in the south aimed at 
preventing the U.S.- 
sponsored Diem regime . 
from cancelling the 
scheduled 1956 reunifi- 
cation elections and 
thus illegally esta- 
blishing a separate 
South Vietnamese state. 
(The Pentagon Papers 
point out, "South Viet- 
nam is essentially a 
creation of the United 
States.") 


This opposition re- 
mained on a political 
level even after the 
elections were can- 
celled until massive 
arrests and executions 
by Diem in the late 
1950's forced the re- 
sumption of armed re- 
sistance in 1960. At 
that time, the Nation- 
al Liberation Front 

was formed. A coalition 
of over twenty politi- 
cal parties, religious 
groups, and mass organ- 
izations, the NLF cry- 
stallized mass resis- 
tance to Diem, giving 
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Provisionary Revolutionary Government ~~: 


it national co-ordina- 
tion and leadership. 
Among the groups in 

the NLF are the Revolu- 
tionary People's Party, 
the Association of Pa- 
triotic Buddhists, the 
Federation of Trade 
Unions for the Libera- 
tion of South Vietnam, 
and the Cao Dai Tien 
Thien Sect. 


Following the establish- 
ment of the NLF, a sys- 
tem of local people's 
committees was estab- 
lished to administer 
the zones liberated 
from the control of the 
U.S. and Saigon. These 
committees set up 
schools, hospitals, and 
travelling cultural 
teams. They organized 
the villages to pro- 
vide support for the 
PLAF, formed under a 
unified command in 1961. 
The PLAF, which com- 
bines local militia 
units and regular NLF 
army units, also com- 
mands all Worth Viet- 
namese units fighting 
in the South. 


Out of these years of 
political struggle and 
administrative exper- 
fence, a de facto gov- 
ernment was established 
in many parts of South 
Vietnam. This is the 
base on which the PRG 
is built. The Presi- 
dent of the PRG's Ad- 
visory Council is Nguyen 
Huu Tho, a lawyer from 
Saigon who first organ- 
ized the opposition to 
Diem in 1954. 


Throughout these years, 
the crux of the U.S. 
effort in South Vietnam 
has been the attempt 

to destroy the social 
infrastructure being 
built by the NLF and 
the PRG. That this so-

Through bombings (with 
extensive use of anti- 
personnel weapons) and 
military sweeps, the 

U.S. has atempted to 
force the villagers to 
flee the cities and 
"strategic hamlets" where 


they are more easily con- 
trolled by the Saigon re- 
g ne. ‘urough th2 Phoentx 
assassination program, it 
has attempted to elimi- 
nate the most politicized 
villagers, who provide 
the nucleus of the poli- 
tical structure in ltber- 
ated areas. 


Although these and other 
programs, collectively 
known as “pacification® 
have caused enormous 
suffering and destruct- 
fon, they have never suc- 
ceeded in their goal of 
destroying the NLF and 
the PRG. Now that the 
current offensive has 
dismantied the network 

of Saigon control in many 
areas, U.S. advisors are 
admitting that the ma ny 
years put into “pacifi- 
cation" have gone down 
the drain. A U.S. mili- 
tary officer recently re- 
treating from a town in 
the Central Highlands, 
summed up the situation: 
“When the Communists were 
here before, from 1945 to 
1954, the people didn't 
have much to eat or good 
clothes on their backs, 
but morally 7 were 
happy because the Commun- 
ists brought justice to 
this land, not the cor- 
ruption we have here now.

tary and political 
‘rength of the PRG has 
come increased interna- 
tional recognition and 
diplomatic success. The 
PRG is recognized as the 
legitamate government 
of South Vietnam by thir- 
ty nations and by thous- 
ands of people in the 
United States and else- 
where in the world. The 
U.S. Government has been 
forced to negotiate in 


Paris with its Foreign 
Ministry which present- 
ed its Seven Point 
Peace Pian in July, 
1971. This plan calls 
on the U.S. to set a 
date for the withdrar! 
of all American forces 
from Vietnam and to 
cease support for the 
Thieu F.egime. 


Nixon's blockading and 
renewed saturation 
bombing of North Viet- 
nam are predicated in 
large part on the as- 
sumption that the PRG 
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and the PLAF are con- 
trolled from Hanoi. 
The history of the war 
indicated that this is 


not so; even the Pent- 
agon Papers admit it.

The question of amnesty 
is now a 1972 election 
issue, but in Canada 
there remain many ex- 
iled Americans who are 
somewhat less than ec- 
static over the possi- 
bilities of returning 
to the U.S. 


Aside from resentment 

at being relegated to 
political footballs after 
many years of routine 
condemnation or lack of 
concern, many draft- 
dodgers and deserters 

in Canada find as yet 

no suitable proposal for 
repatriation. Nixon 
absolutely says, "No", 
Republican Senator Rob- 
ert Taft, Jr. of Ohio 
wants a three-year. al- 
ternative service pro- 
gram; McGovern vies for 
general amnesty for dod- 
gers and selective treat- 
ment in individual cases 
of desertion. No poli- 


tician speaks of uncon- 
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marches and rallies, 
start digging bomb cra- 
ters like the one out 
of Dwight Way in Berke- 
ley. If the perpetual 
bombing sickens you, 
then try blocking the

ditional amnesty for all 
dodgers and deserters. 


In February of this year, 
the Toronto Anti-Draft 
Programme (a politically 
active group of American 
exiles) issued a state- 
ment demanding the “with- 
drawal of all U.S. per- 
sonnel and equipment from 
Indochina" before dis- 
cussion of amnesty could 
even begin. With the 
acceptance of their pro- 
posal for amnesty, all 
resisters, dodgers, and 
deserters would be "al- 
lowed to return if they 
are abroad, allowed to 
surface if they are un- 
derground, released if 
they are imprisoned, 
without reprisal (or) 
loss of civit liberties. 


Even if unconditional] 
amnesty does come, it is 
questionable how many of 
the exiles in Canada 
will return. Toronto's 
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ports and labor union 
offices. 


If you want to get to 
the heart of the matter, 
you might also try pick- 
eting local auto deal- 
ers, urging a boycott 

of new American cars. 
When the auto industry 


slumps, the US economy 
slumps, and money seems 
to be the only thing 
that moves the men who 
rule America.
